In '64 Business Upswing

NEW YORK (AP) - Rising 
stock prices and fatter corpo­ 
rate profits have cast a rosy 
glow over most of the predic­ 
tions business executives are 
busy issuing these days. 
Caution, often a dominant note 
in such forecasts in the past, is 
less in evidence this year. Rath­ 
er, confidence that still loftier 
heights will be climbed in 1964 
is the general keynote. 
On such confidence at busi­ 
ness and consumer levels eco­ 
nomic growth is built—on over­ 
confidence it has often stubbed 
its toes. 
WILL STRESS UPSWING 
In financial circles there is 
general expectation that Presi­ 
dent Johnson in his State of the 
Union message Wednesday will 
stress the prospects for a con­ 
tinued business upswing which 
his 
economic 
advisers 
have 
been expressing. 
Still, one chief reason today’s 
business picture is so bright is 
that the caution of the last year 
or so has kept most business­ 
men from repeating the mis­ 
takes that led past business up­ 
swings into excesses and caused 
recessions. There has been no 
big buildup in inventories, for 
example, and no rush to over­ 
expand industrial capacity. 
The absence of such excesses 
is cited as one of the strongest 
factors in 
the industrial 
and 
trade position at present and of 
the chance that today’s business 
upswing may achieve a record 
for longevity. 
MARKET CONTROLS 
And in the stock market, also, 
signs of excesses still aren’t too 
convincing. The public may be 
coming back into the market, 
but the professionals seem in 
control. And the public hasn’t 
indulged as yet in the excess 
speculation that sent the 1961 
market for untried and ques­ 
tionable stocks to a peak that 
led to a bust. 
For all of the general opti­ 
mism today, there is the usual 
bard core of observers whose 
motto 
is: 
“When 
everyone 
seems to be predicting a big 
year ahead, watch out!" 
They are slow to believe that 


I a new era is at hand—an era in 
which the business cycle is a 
thing of the past. The present 
upswing is nearly three years 
old now, a near record for 
peacetime. The pessimists like 
to point out that optimism and 
the forsaking of caution has 
often reached a peak just when 
the economic upturn also was 
topping out. 
HEALTHY ECONOMY 
But today’s statistics speak 
loudly of the health of the econo­ 
my now. They also foretell a 
momentum that seems sure to 
keep the prosperity going for 
some months to come. 
If this leads to a forsaking 
of caution by leading industri­ 
alists, then the ranks of the wor­ 
riers will increase. 
Already these pessimists can 
point to some lagging sectors of 
the 
economy. 
Manufacturing 
companies aren’t hiring or re­ 
hiring workers at a rate the 
growth advocates wish. New or­ 
ders of durable goods have 
slowed after an earlier spurt. 
Construction outlays as a whole 
are above a year ago, but lag­ 
ging are new contracts for in­ 
dustrial and commercial con­ 
tracts. The announced intentions 
of business to expand its plant 
or buy new equipment show a 
lower increase over last year 
than the general glow of the 
economic statistics would seem 
to inspire.

BERLIN WALL 
SEALED AGAIN 
BY COMMIES 


BERLIN (AP) - The East 
German Communists sealed the 
Berlin wall again Monday, ending 
17 days of joyous family re­ 
unions and heart • breaking 
partings. 
A record number of more 
than a quarter million West 
Berliners poured into the Com­ 
munist zone Sunday — the last 
day for visits under a Christ­ 
mas agreement negotiated be­ 
tween the West Berlin city gov­ 
ernment and the Communist 
East German regime. The cross­ 
ings started Dec. 19. 
THOUSANDS WAIT 
The crush was so big that 
tens of thousands returning to 
West Berlin were still waiting 
at the snow-covered Commu­ 
nist checkpoints when the vis­ 
iting period expired at mid­ 
night. 
Authorities said 1,318,000 per­ 
mits were issued for crossings, 
but many West Berliners made 
several trips. 
“The honeymoon is over," 
observed a Westerner. 
But 
there 
were 
flickering 
hopes the West Berlin govern­ 
ment could negotiate a new 
agreement with the Reds in 
talks scheduled to start this 
week. 
WARN BRANDT 
The Western Allies, who are 
responsible for the security of 
West Berlin, have given their 
blessings to the talks. But they 
have w a r n e d Mayor Willy 
Brandt not to jeopardize the 
Western stand against recogni­ 
tion of the East German Com­ 
munist regime. 
The Communists have tried 
to use previous talks to support 
their theory that there are three 
Germanys—East, West and a 
“free city" of Berlin. 
They have also been using the 
reunions to feed their propa­ 
ganda mill, claiming the cross­ 
ings were made possible by 
Communist humanitarianism. 
Under the expired agreement, 
only West Berliners with close 
relatives were 
permitted 
to 
make the crossings. For many

Court To Act 
On Va. Schools 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court agreed Monday to 
rule on requests that it take 
prompt, final action to reopen 
public schools of Prince Ed­ 
ward County, Va., on a deseg­ 
regated basis by next Septem­ 
ber. 
C o u n t y education officials 
closed Prince Edward public 
schools in 1959 to avoid court- 
ordered desegregation. 
The 
Prince Edward racial 
controversy has been in courts 
since May 1951. It was one of 
the original school desegrega­ 
tion cases decided by the Su­ 
preme Court in 1954. 
In 1955 the Supreme Court 
returned the case to lower fed­ 
eral courts 
with instructions 
that they enforce with all de­ 
liberate speed the 1954 decision 
outlawing 
school 
segregation. 
More litigation followed in fed­ 
eral and Virginia state courts. 
The Supreme Court, in an un­ 
signed order, said that “in view 
of the long delay in the case" 
since the 1954 decision, and the 
importance 
of 
the questions 
presented, it will hear argu­ 
ments March 30 on the case.

At Truax’s invitation, he is 
scheduled to mingle later with the 
members of the national com­ 
mittee and other state chairmen 
at an “open house" in a down­ 
town hotel. 
TALKING POINTS 
Truax said also he would stress 
these points in talking with the 
GOP leaders of the other 49 
states: 
“—That the Pennsylvania GOP 
is confident of carrying the state 
for the fourth consecutive time. 
“—And that intra-state and in­ 
terstate organization and unity 
is indispensible in the pre-con­ 
vention period."

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Johnson, up against two 
tests since he took office, has 
worked on one from the begin 
ning and starts in earnest on the 
second 
one 
today. 
His 
des­ 
tiny is interlocked with both of 
them. 
The first—how to keep himself 
in the public eye and mind, fa­ 
vorably, to get elected next No­ 
vember. President Kennedy had 
almost three years to do this. 
Johnson has less than a year. 
He has been working overtime 
at it 
The second—bow to get work 
out of the Congress. It has been 
criticized for laziness and stall­ 
ing. It is perhaps the most criti­ 
cized Congress in this century. It 
shows not much sign of embar­ 
rassment. 
POLITICAL HELP 


He will help himself political­ 
ly by staying in public view with 
statements, pronouncements, pro­ 
gram s 
and 
cam era 
appear­ 
ances. He will hurt himself polit­ 
ically if he can’t get his pro­ 
gram s through Congress. 
No wonder, if numbers are the 
yardstick. In the House his Dem­ 
ocrats outnumber Republicans 
256 to 178 and in the Senate 67 
to 33. But at this time in Amer­ 
ican politics and history the 
numbers are part of a myth. 
The myth is that there are only 
two political parties. Actually, 
there are several, although all 
huddle under the test of one par­ 
ty or the other. Each is made up 
of liberals, conservatives and re­ 
actionaries. 
For this reason—because the 


various groups shift and team 
up, ignoring party labels on spa- 
ecific issues—presidential pro­ 
gram s often 
get ignored 
eft* 
slaughtered. 
It is ironic that the more sue 
cessful a president is—say in 
foreign affairs, in guiding the 
economy to prosperity, in giv 
ing the people through his lead 
ership a sense of safety and 
well-being—the less he’ll get 
from Congress. 
The reason: Congress seem s 
to have reached a point where 
it is reluctant to act unless 
there is a crisis or unless it is 
under great public pressure in 
some particular moment of pub­ 
lic need. 
But when things are going 
well, in the fields outside Con­ 
gress, the less action can be ex­ 
pected. That’s about the best 
explanation that can be offered 
for congressional delay on a tax 
cut and civil rights in 1963. 
This year being an election 
year there will be a special in­ 
centive for both House and Sen­ 
ate to do more than last year 
so those seeking re-election can 
point to something when they go 
to the voters next November. 
It is this psychology of an 
election year which may be 
Johnson’s greatest help in try­ 
ing to get his programs through, 
programs which will be basical­ 
ly Kennedy’s programs, unless 
Johnson adds new ones in his 
State of the Union m essage this 
week. 
But 
the 
election 
pressures 
alone won’t mean success for 
Johnson, not in a Congress with 
such divisions in attitudes as 
this one, plus the yearly wheel­ 
ing and dealing on issues. 
Since Johnson is not as placid 
a man as Kennedy—at least on 
the surface—the chances look 
good that he may get tough, if 
Congress frustrates him, and 
get into fights. Fights, in turn, 
might hurt him in the public 
eye. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev makes a hab­ 


it of sending best wishes for the 
New Year and hopes for peace 
to American presidents although 
there have been some notable 
gaps between his wishes and 
performance. 
He did it with Presidents E l 
senhower and Kennedy. Now he 
has done it with President John­ 
son. He gave Kennedy some 
miserable days. He seem s to 
have quieted down a bit since 
then. But that’s only maybe. 
If Johnson takes his cue from 
Kennedy he will have a summit 
conference with the Russian be­ 
fore the 1964 presidential race 
next fall. Whether or not it re­ 
lieved international tensions, it 
would be good American poli­ 
tics. 
TWO MESSAGES 


Khrushchev 
sent 
two 
New 
Y ear’s m essages in 1961, one to 
Eisenhower, the retiring presi 
dent, and one to Kennedy, who 
was then still only president 
elect. Then the Russian sent 
congratulations when Kennedy 
was sworn in Jan . 20. 
Kennedy responded. The two 
men expressed a desire for a 
fresh attempt at negotiations on 
East-West problems. For extra 
measure, Khrushchev threw in 
a goodwill gesture. 
Five days after Kennedy’s in­ 
auguration Khrushchev released 
two surviving crewmen of a 
U.S. Air Force RB47 jet shot 
down in the Barents Sea off 
northern Russia the previous 
July I. 
TOOK MEASURES 


Even 
though 
Kennedy 
and 
Khrushchev may have doubted 
they would accomplish anything 
if they met, they probably want­ 
ed to take each other’s measure 
close up. So they had a summit 
meeting in Vienna June 3-4, 
1961. 
Nothing 
tangible, 
at 
least 
nothing that could be put in 
writing, came of it. The two 
men issued one of those typical 
diplomatic 
communiques 
ex­ 
pressing good intentions. As it 
turned out, Khrushchev’s inten- 
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tions weren’t very good. 
Khrushchev, 
after 
meeting 
Kennedy 
face-to-face, 
must 
have figured 
he 
had 
a 
soft 
touch because he didn’t lose any 
time trying to break the Presi­ 
dent’s back. He began putting 
on pressure to drive the Allies 
out of Berlin.' 
BEGAN INFAMOUS WALL 


T h e n , 
on 
Aug. 
15, 
1961, 
Khrushchev’s Communists be 
gan building their famous—or 
infamous — wall between East 
and West Berlin. If Kennedy 
had ordered it battered down, 
there might have been war. 
He did the next best thing. He 
assured the West Berliners this 
country would stand by them. 
Kennedy made a nationwide 
television address that probably 
gave 
the 
Russian 
second 
thoughts. And he asked Con­ 
gress for authority to call up 
250,000 reserves. Congress gave 
it to him in a hurry. 
While all this was keeping the 
world 
edgy, 
Khrushchev 
hit 
Kennedy from another direction. 
He announced Aug. 31, 1961, 
Russia would resume nuclear 
testing. And it did. So did the 
United States. That got every­ 
body upset. 
FINALLY GOT BAN 
Nevertheless, on Jar.. I, 1962,’ 
Khrushchev sent Kennedy an 
other one of his New Year’s 
greetings. And it was that sam e 
year he tried to slip his missiles 
into Cuba. That was in the fagl 
of 1962. Kennedy backed him 
down. 
And on Jan. I, 1963—just as 
if getting caught with his mis­ 
siles in Cuba was hardly more 
than getting caught with his 
hand in the jam pot, which is 
what it may have seemed like 
to him—Khrushchev sent Ken­ 
nedy New Year’s greetings. 
By this time Kennedy had 
about given up hope, it seems, 
that 
Khrushchev 
would 
ever 
agree to a nuclear test ban 
treaty. But Khrushchev did, and 
a treaty was wrapped and de­ 
livered 
by 
Oct. 
7, 
1963. 
It 
banned tests in the atmosphere, 
outer space and under the sea. 


HOT LIN E" CAME 
Khrushchev did more, too. He 
agreed with Kennedy to set up a 
“ hot line” —a direct teletype 
communication — between the 
White House and the Kremlin 
so the two men could get in 
touch fast in case of crisis. That 
was in 1963, too. 
By 
this 
time 
some 
other 
forces, with which Kennedy had 
nothing to do, were working on 
Khrushchev. His economy was 
in trouble — for instance, he 
needed a lot of wheat—and the 
split with his Red Chinese allies 
was wide open. 
Khrushchev, 
who often ap­ 
peared to be causing trouble 
just for the sake of it, began to 
look a little more reasonable. If 
Kennedy had lived, the two men 
might have made more prog­ 
ress. But Johnson is a new man. 
SUMMIT USEFUL 
He and Khrushchev probably 
want a close-up of each other, 
too, even if nothing comes of it 
soon. Johnson, a comparative 
unknown because of his vice 
presidency, is now a world lead­ 
er. Ami be wants to act like one, 
as he has demonstrated in less 
than two months in office. 
One good way to demonstrate 
it, as Kennedy decided early, is 
to have a summit meeting. That 
would attract the world’s atten­ 
tion in a way Johnson’s ham­ 
mering on domestic economy 
never could. 
And the summit—provided it

rights, 
tax 
reduction 
and 
health 
care 
for

—and add some requests of his 
own. 
Relaxed after a 12-day work- 
and-play vacation at his Texas 
ranch, the President scheduled 
a conference with Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara 
and McGeorge Bundy, presiden­ 
tial adviser on national security 
affairs. 
In his first days in office, 
Johnson was pretty much im­ 
mune from political criticism. 
But now that the moratorium 
which followed President John 
F. Kennedy’s assassination is 
over, political criticism is once 
more in vogue. 
Johnson has promised econ­ 
omy 
in 
government 
without 
hampering the nation’s space 
and defense efforts. Legislators 
will want to know how he in­ 
tends to manage this. 
In the last days at his ranch, 
the chief executive put in long 
hours on a budget that he has 
said will be in the neighbor­ 
hood of $100 billion and on his 
State of the Union message. 
How these are received may 
indicate how much cooperation 
the one-time Senate Democrat­ 
ic leader is likely to get from 
his former congressional col­ 
leagues.

Curry also sent Wade a map 
of the City Hall basement and 
a manila folder with other evi­ 
dence. 
While 
millions watched on 
television Nov. 24, Ruby leaped

through the basement. Curry 


ordered an investigation to de­ 
termine how Ruby, who operat­ 
ed a downtown strip tease club, 
slipped into the heavily guard­ 
ed basement. 
“I’ve just begun to read the 
report” Wade said. “ It will take 
me some time. But I’m in­ 
formed there is no evidence of 
collusion between Ruby and any 
member of the police depart­ 
ment, no evidence at all.” 
The district attorney said one 
volume of the report contained 
evidence w h i c h prosecutors 
could use en Ruby’s murder tri­ 
al. The other, he said, con­ 
tained affidavits and other doc­ 
uments “which relate primari­ 
ly oo security measures in ef­ 
fect at the time.”

“This underscores that some 
other states still can offer more 
opportunities to more persons 
than Pennsylvania can. 
‘This, however, does not de­ 
tract from our justifiable pride 
that 1963 was the year in which 
Pennsylvania stopped moving in 
reverse.” 
Scranton said the austerity 
p r o g r a m his administration 
adopted in its first year and 
planned 
to continue 
in 
1964 
would largely enable state gov­ 
ernment to expand its services 
without a tax increase. 
CUT EXPENSES 
“ It is in the general expenses 
of government, which includes 
most of the salaries and oper­ 
ating expenses of government, 
in which waste—particularly po­ 
litical waste—can occur. 
“ In the current budget—which 
was the first of this administra­ 
tion—we slashed that propor­ 
tionate expenditure for general 
government, the first time it 
had been cut since the early 
1940s. 
“ In the new budget, we’ve cut 
again, further evidence that the 
austerity program launched by 
this administration is no flash in 
the pan occurrence. It has gone 
on throughout the past year, and 
I am determined that It will 
continue throughout our term in 
office. 
“This emphasis on economy 
in government operating expen­ 
ses is responsible in no small 
measure for the fact that we 
shall finish this fiscal year with 
a surplus. 
BALANCE BUDGET 
“ Furthermore, that surplus, 
along with increased revenues 
brought about by Pennsylva­ 
nia’s better economic condition, 
is the main reason we can bal­ 
ance the new budget without a 
tax increase.” 
Among the increases recom­ 
mended by Scranton in the gen­ 
eral fund outlays during the 
1964-65 fiscal period: 
“In the coming budget, per­ 
haps the greatest human serv­ 
ices item is an increase of 
nearly a quarter of a million 
dollars recommended for the 
Human Relations Commission. 
“This increase, a nearly 50

EDUCATION COSTLY 
Scranton noted that 49 per 
cent of state spending in the 
current fiscal year goes to edu­ 
cation. That percentage figure 
goes to 51 per cent in the new 
appropriations proposal. 
Scranton listed these aims of 
his administration as a new 
year’s wish for the people of 
Pennsylvania:

—Greater understanding by 
the people of the functions of 
their state government. 
—A greater level of political 
maturity on the state scene. 
“ Both parties could profitably 
determine that in 1964 they will 
spend more time considering the 
long term impact of issues on 
the future of the state, and less 
time on political nit-picking . . . 
—To 
seek 
greater 
justice, 
greater charity, greater equal 
tty, in relationships between the 
races. “Let us not, however, un 
der-estimate the role of the hu­ 
man heart. The issue of civil 
rights will wily be fully resolved 
when men of good will—from 
both races — determine to re­ 
solve it in their hearts and in 
their consciences.”

The former First Lady and 
Caroline, 6, and John Jr., 8, re­ 
turned Sunday to the George­ 
town home of Undersecretary of 
State and Mrs. W. Averell Har­ 
riman, where they have been 
living since leaving the White 
House. 
On her way to the Harriman 
house from Andrews Air Force 
Base, Mrs. Kennedy made a 
brief visit to her husband’s 
grave in Arlington Cemetery. 
The Kennedys spent Christ­ 
mas and New Year’s at the 
oceanfront home of C. Michael 
Paul, where the family had 
spent several Christmases be­ 
fore Kennedy’s assassination. 


POSTAL JOB CUTS: Post­ 
master General John A Gro- 
nouski plans to carry out a 5,- 
000-employe reduction in postal 
service employment by leaving 
vacant jobs unfilled. 
Gronouski announced reduc­ 
tion quotas for the department’s 
15 regions Saturday and said 
that no regular employe would 
lose his job. 
Gronouski 
announced 
the 
manpower reduction earlier in 
compliance w i t h 
President 
Johnson’s directive to keep gov­ 
ernment employment at a min­ 
imum. The cuts are scheduled 
to go into effect by June 30 and 
will save $30 million annually. 
Regional directors were told 
by Gronouski that no mail-han­ 
dling jobs should be eliminated 
that would impair 
essential 
services. 


ECONOMIC EFFECTS: Two 
Cabinet members have warned 
that congressional failure to 
pass the pending $11 billion tax 
cut bill would have serious ef­ 
fects on the nation’s economy. 
Secretary of Commerce Lu­ 
ther Hodges said that if the tax 
cut is not approved “we would 
lose HO billion or $15 billion in 
our gross national product in­ 
crease.” 
Secretory of Labor W. Willard 
Wirtx added that “it would 
mean about two million jobs 
fewer than with the tax cut.” 
Appearing (Mi ABC’s radio and 
television program “Issues and 
Answers,” Hodges and Wirtz 
indicated they expected the tax 
cut to be enacted and 1964 to be 
prosperous. 


DRAFT STUDY: A Pentagon 
civilian staff is making a con­ 
tinuing study of the nation’s 
draft laws. 
The study, which was stepped 
up in September, is directed by 
William Gorham, deputy assist­ 
ant secretary of defense for 
special studies and require­ 
ments. 
Gorham 
said 
Sunday the 
study “will put us in bettor po­ 
sition'* when the present draft 
law expires in 1967. Gorham 
said the Army faces a need of 
replacing 500,000 men annually 
and that voluntary enlistments 
are not the answer, making 
some type of draft asem neces­ 
sary.
